4 BIG REVENUE SWINDLE IN NEW OBLEANS IN 
188-9. 
Special Dievatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasurnoron, D. C., Jan. 23.—Some time since 
the firm of Brannan ®Bismmers & Co., of Louis- 
ville, pent a petition into the House asking to be 
reimbursed for duties on imported sugars which 
they were compeiled by fraud to pay. The peti- 
tion was referred to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, where the whole subject was thoroughly 
investigated, aud to-day the Committee agreeJ 
upon a bill granting the relief prayed for. The 
amount involved is between $50,000 and $60,000. 
The inveetigetion broucht to light the following 
facts : In 1868, while Perry Fuller was Collector 
of the Port of New Orleans, a ring was formed 
for the purpose of semaggiing sugar, composed 
of J 8, Clark, a notorious gamb'er of that city ;

‘teudent of Warebouses, all of Naw Oricans. 
The manner ot are was to import sugar

An impartial election could not bave been held in that 
country. Several maseacres have hid a contin- 
nal effect to intimidate the colored people, 
Weeks and weeks after the Coushatta massiwre 
colored men did not dare remain at their homes at 
night, I think nofree or fair election could have been 
held in Louisiana, White Republicans are socially 
ostracised, Have no personal knowledge of the Con- 
bhatta murders, When I visited Shrveport there was 
but litle sembiance of law ; ther’ was a volunteer po- 
lice, bat it had no author ty toa t. It would not be 
safe for a stranger to travel through the Red River 
country and declare himself a Republican. An office 
was vacant in that section, and two gentlemen, who 
conversed with me about it, stated that they wou'd not 
dare accept a commission.

A bill has been introduced in the Michigan 
House of Representatives which is in some 
respects original and valuable.* Its purpose is 
to tax and regulate the sale of liquors. It pro- 
poses to classify dealers, and license each class 
separately, discriminating in favor of dealers 
in malt-liquors. The funds derived from li- 
cense-fees are to be paid into the State-Treas- 
ury, and thence distributed pro rata for the 
support of the poorin each county. Bonds 
are to be required of dealers something in 
the manner and under the conditions pre- 
scribed by the Aparrlaw. The bill, if adopt- 
ed, will be a very stringent and almost op- 
press.ve law. The liquor-dealers will find it 
a small concession from outright prohibition. 
In so far, however, as it is reportedin our 
dispatches, it is one of the best Liquor-laws 
that has been offered in the West of late 
years ; and with some small modifications it 
is worthy of a trial.

THE LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTIONS. 

The House of Representatives at Spring- 
field devoted the whole of Wednesday last to 
forcing a vote upon a series of resolutions 
directly and indirectly referring to Louisi- 
ana affairs. The authorship of these resolu- 
tions is attributed to Mr. Speaker Hanves ; 
whether this be true or not, the course of 
the Speaker during the proceedings was of 
guch an outrageous character as to leave no 
doubt of a malignant partisanship on his part 
wholly unbecoming the office he holds but 
doés not fill. The resolutions were proposed 
and read, and then debate was refused by 
the gag-rule of the, previous question. 
The minority of the’ House was not 
only refused a hearing and an expla- 
nation. but were denied the right 
to make the parliamentary motion to 
lay the resolutions on the table. Speaker 
Hanves carried things with a high hand, and 
in a disorderly House was the most active 
and offensive in his disorder. The Bourbons 
had not only agreed upon the resolutions, but 
had agreed to force their passage without de- 
bate and without an opportunity to amend or 
explain. This was the more scandalous be- 
cause several of the resolutions themselves 
were so speciously prepared that they dould 
not be voted for nor voted again t without 
misconstruction. The first resolution, which, 
taken by itself, is the declaration of a uni- 
versal sentiment, and therefore unobjec- 
tionable, was forced to a vote without per- 
mitting an explanation, and was adopted— 
yeas, 132; nays, 7. It reads ag follows: 


Resolved, By the Houte of Representatives of the 
State of Ilinoie, the Senate concurring herein: First

Thejsecond resolution was alsa an abstract 
propogition, but its application was so evi- 
dent ahd its inferentes so false that we sug- 
gest tha. even the Democrats and Independ- 
ents will eventually feel ashamed of their 
yotes for it. The resolution reads as fol- 
lows : f 

Resoived, That wpe regard the growth of military 
influence within the United States as fraught with 
danger, and eepecialjy that a military officer shouid 
assume to dictate to Congress the laws to be pas:ed, 
or to the President tlic measures to be adovied, and we 
denounce the recommendations of amy officer of the 
army that Congress or the President should violate 
the Constitution and the laws in order to please any 
portion of the people of the United States within the 
contro] of the military. 


Here we have’ a clear case of the sup- 
pression of the truth and the suggestion of 
falsehood. The growth of military influence 
within the United States has not been very 
wonderful. The first employment of the 
inilitary was in the days of Jomw Apams, who 
appointed ex-President Wasmixneron Gen- 
éralissimo of the armies that were to invade 
“Sovereign States,” and suppress violence 
therein. Amother occasion was in Presiden: 
Prerce’s day, when he sent troops to Boston, 
and ordered the employment of the marines 
at Charlestown Navy-Yard to take possession 
of a Court-House in Boston, protect the Com- 
missioner then investigating a fugitive-slave 
case, and to execute’the order of that Com- 
missioner and to disregard the authority of 
the State Government, including its judicial 
powers. A few  yenrs later, President 
BucsanaX, by military force, dispersed a Leg- 
iglature in Kensasat the point of the bayonet. 
Despite these instances, covering half a 
century, the growth of military inter- 
ference was insignificant until 1861, 
when certain ‘‘ Sovereign States ” made war 
upon the nation, and armies were employ- 
ed to resist and overcome the insurrection- 
ary and rebel forces. Assoon ‘ag these people 
abandoned the war and laid down their arms, 
the national army was disbanded, the greater 
part of the navy was sold at public auction, 
and the military establishment reduced to a 
very low standard, even for peace. The 
army has since been employed in fighting the 
Indians, except when occasionally a small 
force has been withdrawn temporarily to sup- 
press domestic violence in those districts 
where the Rebellion of 1861-5 raged, and 
where there has been a chronic difficulty with 
a portion of the people in settling down to 
the changed condition of affairs. There is 
np pretense that troops have been sent 
to Louisiana, since that State has had 
a State Government, ‘‘ except in the manner 
prescribed by the Constitution of the United 
States, and for the causes therein named.” 
If the interference of the General Government 
in the manner prescribed by the Constitution 
has been more frequent since the Rebellion 
than ever before, it merely proves that the oc- 
casions for such interference named in the 
Constitution have been more numerous 
among those persons residing in those dis- 
tricts. 

‘While we have not heard of any person 
who seriously approved the change of laws 
suggested by Gen, Saxerman in his dispatch, 
we have seen no evidence of any attempt on 
his part to dictate to Congress on the subject, 
or ahy recommendation on his part that the 
laws should be violated, What he asked was 
the authority of law, not orders to violate 
law. We fail, also, to see any heinons crime, 
calling for the denunciation of the Legislature 
of Illindis, in an officer of the army or of 
any civilian or citizen offering his opinions or 
suggestions by way of petition, or letter, 
word of mouth, or in any other form, to Con- 
gress or to the President upon any question 
of public policy. To do this is a right secur- 
ed to every individual, and one which the 
American people will never surrender. 
Against the false assumptions of this reso- 
lution the Republicans did right in giving 
their united vote, and the Independents 
should feel ashamed to be found with the 
Bourbons on that question. 

The third resolution is an abstraction, 
sound in itself, and, taken in connection with

cratio coup d’ etat revolution at New Orleans 
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The fourth and last of the resolutions dis- 
plays the reckless disregard of truth which 
is proverbial among converts and apostates. 
Mr. Hantes’ Democracy is of recent growth. 
Hence hig zeal rans away with his respect for 
veracity. The Constitution and laws compel 
the President, in case of insurrection or re- 
bellion in a State, to aid the Government 
thereof. There wero two Governments 
claiming puthority in Louisiana. He had to 
recognize one or the other, and to support 
that one until Congress should otherwise de- 
termine. By so doing he passed upon no 
question involved in the contested election. 
He recognized a de facto Government, 
and at the same time informed Congress 
that the whole election in that State 
in 1872, under which both parties claimed, 
was a “gigantic fraud.” Still, the duty of 
the President was the same, and that was to 
put troops there to suppress violence and 
prevent war. The assumption that the Pres- 
ident permitted the military to interfere with 
the organization of the Legislature of Louisi- 
ana is wholly scandalous in view of the fact 
that the President was not aware of such in- 
terference, nor of any intention to use the 
military for such purpose, until he read the 
report of the occurrences the day after, and, 
in his message to Congress, the President ex- 
pressly and distinctly disavows the use of 
troops for such a purpose except in the ex- 
treme case of war. If the Independents 
who united with the Democrats in adopting 
these resolutions can force their constituents 
into indorsing these falsehoods, it must be 
assumed that they have been swallowed 
wholly by the Bourbon party. 


THE BOURBON, FILIBUSTERS. 

The ddsperate opposition of the Bourbon 
mirority in the House of Representatives 
in Washington to the Civil-Rights bill is a 
piece of partisan factiousness unworthy of 
public legislators. Either the Civil-Rights 
bill is right oritis wrong. If it is right, it 
should be passed, and, the opposition to it is 
against the interests of the public welfare. 
If it is thought to be: wrong by the minority, 
the attempt to defeat it by resorting to the 
desperate means of a contest of physical en-

The rancor of the opposition shows that 
the Democrats know that the bill is 
right, and that, if it were passed, it would be 
sustained ard indorsed by the people of the 
United States. Their opposition to it is not 
based upon any wrong, injustice, or danger 
growing out of the bill, but results from 
their malignant hatred of the colored race. 
They know that the bill would be popular. 
They know that it is not only in accordance 
with the amendments of the Constitution, 
but of right aad justice, They fear that, if 
passed, i¢ will strengthen the Republican 
party. In this view of the case their course 
is all the more flagrant and outrageous, and 
not only this, but inconsistent with their own 
utterances, In order to catch Republican 
votes in 1872, they put a plank in the Demo- 
cratic National platform with which their 
present action is in striking opposition. That 
plank reads thus : 

We recognize the equality of a!l men before the law, 
and hold that it is the duty of the Government, in its 
dealings with the people, to mete out equal and exact 
justice toall, of whatever nativity, race, color, or per- 
suasion, religious or political. 

The Democrats have now to remember that, 
if they sueceed in staying off a vote upon the 
bill, they have 500,000 white Republicans to 
answer to, who voted with them last fall and 
gave them their victory. Ifthe bill is passed 
and they attempt to repeal it hereafter, they 
will find these same Republicans arrayed 
against them at the bellot-box, And in all 
their rememberings they should nut forget 
they are establishing a very bad precedent. 
Itis a game which two can play at. The 
Republicans will be in a minority in the hext 
House, but will be a stronger and more effect- 
ive minority than the present Democratic one. 


A DANGER AND ITS REMEDY. 

It is probably too late now to get adopted 
any amendment to the Constitution provid- 
ing a néw method for the election of the 
President and have it ratified by the requisite 
number of States before the election of 1876. 
We must choose the next President under the 
existing provision of the Constitution. This 
would not be such a bad thing were jit not for 
a certain addition to the Constitution in the 
shape of the Twenty-second Joint Rule of 
Congress, adopted Feb. 6, 1865. This rule 
is the root of the present evil. It provides 
that, if any question arises about counting 
the electoral vote of a State during the joint 
session of Congress for the purpose of can- 
vassing the returns of a Presidential election, 
the Senate and House shall separate, and each 
decide the question for itself. There must 
be no debate on the point in either House. 
and po électoral vote can be epunted 
unless both Houses agree to it. That is, 
either House can reject the electora! yote of 
any and every State! This rule, if not uncon- 
stitutional, is certainly onwise. The portion 
of it cutting off debate is wrong. In Feb- 
ruary, 1873, the legality of the seal of Ar- 
kansas, appended to the official report of its 
vote, was questioned. The part of the Ar- 
kansas Constitution which would have settled 
the matter was offered in evidence, but ite 
reading was forbidden. Then the vote of 
Arkansas was rejected. 

The pressing danger of the near future lies 
in the proviso that either House can reject 
the vote of any State. The Congress which 
will canvass the returns of 1876 in February, 
1877, will be composed of a Democratic House 
and a Republican Senate. -The election of 
1876 willprobably be aclose one. The votes of 
two or three States may decide the result. 
It will be the easiest thing in the world to 
trump up charges of fraud in those States, on 
either side or on both sides. Suppose they 
return Democratic votes andthe Senate re. 
fuses to receive them. Or suppose they 
return Republican votes and the House re. 
fuses to redeive them. What then? Then 
there may be war. The qnestion of the suc. 
cession of Chief Magistrates is the chief dan. 
ger of governments. If the Constitution is 
so construed that the failure of the two 
Houses to agree to count the votes 
for a choice sliall be tantamount toa failure 
of the people to elect, the election will be 
thrown into the Houge, and a Democratic 
President will surely be chosen. Thus, if

. The danger is apparent. The remedy, for- 
tunately, is plain. The obnoxious rule should 
be repealed and some substitute for it be en- 
acted, The leaders of both parties agree 
that the danger exists, and = that 
the repeal of the rule is the remedy. 
Senator Conximsc has brought in a 
bill which gives the Supreme Court 
original jurisdiction for the decision of con- 
tested elections. This involves the danger of 
dragging that Court into partisan politics. 
Its constitufionality, too, is somewhat doubt- 
ful, though Senator Epmuunps, who ranks 
high as a constitutional lawyer, con- 
siders it consonant with our Magna Charta. 
The importance of the reform is so very, very 
great that the Supreme Court might perhaps 
be requested by joint-resolution of Congress 
to decide this point now. Atany rate, the 
present Congress should surely redeem its 
not over-good record by adopting a fair, un- 
partisan, honest rule for canvassing the re- 
turns of a Presidential election. 
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AN OVERBURDENED SUPREME COURT. 

The Convention which framed our new 
Constitution foresaw that the time would 
soon arrive when the Supreme Court would 
be so loaded down with business that some 
other tribunal possessed of appellate power to 
revise the necessarily-hurried decisions of the 
nisi prius courts would be an absolute ne- 
cessity. 

That body, however, wisely declined to 

create such a tribunal, but provided that the 
Legislature might do so at any time after the 
year 1874. The constitutional provision is 
as follows: 
- After the year of our Lord 1874 inferior appellate 
courta, of uniform organization and jurisdiction, may 
be created in districts formed for that purpose, to 
which such appeals and writs of error as the General 
Assembly may provide may be prosecuted from Cir- 
euit and other courts, and from which appeals and 
write of err or shall ie to the Supreme Court in all 
criminal cases and cases in which a franchise, or free- 
hold, or the validity of a statute is involved, and in 
such other cases as may be provided by law. 

Experience has shown the wisdom of this 
provision. The business of the Supreme 


Court has steadily increased during each year | 


since the adoption of the Constitution, and 
will continue to increase so long as the State 
itself grows in population and wealth. The 
cases npon the docket of that Court are not 
only greater*in number every year, but 
more important in the amounts involv- 
ed and more intricate in the ques- 
tions presented for solution. The conse- 
quence, of course, is, that the time has 
already arrived, as was foreseen by the fram- 
ers of the Constitution, when the members of 
that Court are obliged to perform a degree of 
labor which the State ought not to require of 
any of its public servants, and with which no 
other official labor in this State can be com- 
pared. ‘It is a matter of surprise to members 
of the Bar how the Judges are able to do so 
much work and to do itsowell. We are 
glad to say, as a just tribute of respect to 
that Court, that it possesses the entire confi- 
dence of the people and the Bar. 

The Judges now work twelve months in 
the year, and, however willing they may be, 
they cannot work thirteen. Either their 
dockets must be lightened or else their busi- 
ness will fail into arrears. When this begins, 
the arrears will rapidly increase until, by the 
process of appeal, a creditor may be delayed 
for years in the collection of a debt to which 
there is really no defense. The “law's de- 
lay” would then become something more 
than a phrase. The evil would indeed be of 
the greatest magnitude, since the necessity of 
being delayed for years in the assertion of 
one’s legal rights would lead practically to 
great oppression and wrong. 

There is but one mode possible of prevent- 
ing this evil, and that is by the establishment 
of an intermediate court as contemplated by 
the Constitution. Let districts be created 
comprising five circuits, with power given to 
three of the Circuit Judges to hold the court. 
Let their decision be made final in all civil 
cases not involving a franchise, or free- 
hold, or the validity of a _ statute, 
or @ ‘greater amount of property than 
ons or two thousand dollars. Onur Circuit 
Judges throughout the State dre, in the main, 
thoroughly competent, and the decision of a 
Court composed of five or three of them, with 
full opportunity for examination and con- 
sultation, ought to be, and would be, gen- 
erally satisfactory. This has been the system 
for many years in New York, and it has 
worked well. It is the only mode in which 
the judicial business of that great State can 
be transacted, and this is equally true of Ili- 
nois. 

Under onr present system all cases, no 
matter how small the amount involved, may 
be taken tO the Supreme Court. Hence a 
great number of suits of trifling importance 
are found at any term upon its docket.. But 
a case involving only a hundred dollars must 
be decided with the same care and delibera- 
tion as a case involving a hundred thousand, 
for the decision becomes a precedent and 
rules the decision of the next case depending 
upon the same question. Someof the most 
important rules controlling business and prop- 
erty in this State have been established 
in cases involving in themselves but a few 
dollars. The Court cannot therefore neglect 
the small cases, and they are so numerous 
that much of the time of the Judges is given 
to their consideration. The only cure for 
this evil is to limit the right of appeal, and 
the only mode of doing this, under our Con- 
stitution, is by the creation of an interme- 
diate court. The Legislature is authorized to 
make the decisions of that Court final to such 
extent as it may think proper, subject to the 
exceptions above named. 

Senator Casry has, we understand, already 
introduced a bill for the establishment of 
such a court, but we are not aware that it 
has been published. We call the attention 
of the Legislature to this subject as one of 
the most important to come before them, and 
we trust a bill may be matured and passed at 
the preacnt session. It is of great impor- 
tance that it should not be delayed. 
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SUBURBAN TRANSIT, 

The mult‘plication of railroads and the in- 
creased cost of land within the limits of large 
cities have .made suburbs grow like mush- 
roots of late years. Hitherto, however, the 
class whose lives would gain most by subur- 
ban residence—workingmen—have not been 
able to live out of the city in which they 
work. Residence in the country would rescue 
them from the undrained, unsunned alley- 
ways now lined with their squalid homes; 
would take their children out of the baneful ‘ 
school of the street; would give their wives 
health and happiness; and would enable 
them to eke out their precarious and scanty 
incomes by cultivating a garden in their few 
spere hours. The length of time consumed 
by the morning and evening journeys, how- 
ever, and, much more, the comparatively 
great cost of tickets, have shut out the work-

SERMONS IN STONES. 

The Government of the United States 
must either raise more mon¢y or spend less. 
If the choice between these alternatives were 
submitted to the popular vote, there can be 
no question which would be|taken. There is 
a general feeling that taxation is too great. 

Our publie buildings are examples of ex- 
travagance and sermons against it. During 
the year ending June 30, 1873, we spent 
$9,039,698 for brick, stone, and iron, and 
during the next fiscal year we paid out 
$7,956,208 on the same account. This is 
by no means all, The present Con- 
gress provided, in ita first session, 
that if the Supervising Architect could 
not spend the appropriations during 
the year for which they were made, 
he could disburse them at any time there- 
after. The result of this law was that at the 
beginning of this fiscal year, July 1, 1874, 
the Supervising Architect had an appropria- 
tion of $15,174,890, over and above all he 
had managed to spend, standing to his ¢redit 
and available for building purposes. None of 
this money has béen raised.| It must be got 
by taxation, and therefore,| unless this sort 
of thing is stopped, the people must pay 
within the next three years, when most of 
the buildings now under way will be finished,

None of | them, however, 
needed such mammoth structures as Mut- 
LEeT?r’s exuberant fancy, backed by an unlim- 
ited amount of the people’s money, has con- 
jured into existence. The Chicago conjbined 
Custom-House, Court-House, and Post-Of- 
fice is being built of stonp brought from 
Southern Ohio, hundreds of miles away, and 
but little, if any, better than stone from 
quarries on the canal 25 miles from this city. 
Its walls are constructed as if an earth- 
quake were of daily occurrence here. 
Few forta are so ponderous. The stones 
used are enormous in size. It is safe 
to say that half the money spent and to be 
spent upon it would have paid for a building 
that would have answered the. purpose quite 
a3 well, and would have lasted for centuries. 
This is but an example of the way in which 
all public building is done. It has been 
stated, but we do not know with what truth, 
that stone is brought to Cincinnati from 
Maine for the new Custom-House there, 
while stone, quarried close by Cincinnati, is 
being sent to an Eastern city, and also to 
Omaha, for Government buildings there. 

A man engaged in putting up a palace 
would stop or at any rate slacken work if a 
panic crippled his business affairs. A Na- 
tional Government should do the same thing 
under the same circumstances. Congress 
should cover the unexpended appropriations 
for the past few years into the Treasury, and 
should let the public buildings now under 
way rise slowly. Work on! some of them 
might perfectly well be stopped entirely for 
the time being. ihe 

Millions of dollars can be saved in this 
way atonce. Here is a perfectly feasible and 
simple way of reducing our, expenses, and 
making our income and outgo balance more 
nearly than they do now. It would certainly 
be far better to adopt this and similar reforma 
than to increase the present heavy taxes, If, 
however, taxation must be greater, let it be 
so levied that the National Treasury, and not 
the pockets of manufacturers, will receive 
what the people pay. =

WAS IT CHANGING, OR CORRECTING ? 

Special L h te The Chicudo Tribune, 
SpRINGFIELD, Jan. 28.—On the reading, this 
morning, of the journal of ‘yesterday's proceed- 
ings, Starr, of Peoria, rose and moved that the 
record be corrected so that the vote of French, 
of Carroll (Rep.), be recorded on the fourth 
Louisiana resolution (that censaring the Presi- 
dent). He stated that French had yoted “ Aye,” 
but was recorded as voting “ No.” Armstrong 
stated that the practice had always been at any 
time to allow a member to chaage his vote when 
the change would not change the resalt. Conk- 
rite (Ind.) moved that the correction be made. 
Camimuings said he had no objection to permit- 
ting a change of French’s vote, but there must 


| be vo such thing a* correcting the journals after 


verification of a vote is done ao this instance or 
yeeterday. 

Starr got the floor, and stated that his motion 
was not for permission for- French to change hia 
rote, but for Freadh’s vote to be correctly re- 
ported. The Speaker stated that the motion of 
the gentleman from Peoria was not entertained. 

The question was on the motion of the gentle- 
man from Stephenson (Uronkrite). After further 
discussion, Cullom succeeded in obtaining the 
floor for French, who roge and stated that he 
knew. nothing about parliamentary rules. He 


had voted **No” on the fourth resolution, and | 
he wanted the fact stated on the record, when he | 


was down as voting ‘‘Aye.” The Speaker, 
after some talk, put the question, 
and, no objection being made, the record was 
corrected to :pui Frepch on record truthfnlly. 
Harrington objected. The objection was ruled 
too late. Danlap, of Cook, then asked a similar 
correction of the record to conform to the fact. 
This . created consternation on the Opposition 
side. . How far was this correction of the record 
to go? they asked themselves and each. other. 
These two changes, if allowed, would change 
the vote on the fourth resolution from 72 to 67, 
as reported, to 70 to 69. Were there a third 
correction to be male, the fourth reso- 
lution would be lost, and the result 
of yesterday's filibusteriug would be lost. Hise 
took the floor and stated, with much emphasis, 
that he hadclosely watched the vote, and had 
heard the member for Cook (Dunlap) vote on 
the fourth resolution. ‘‘Sodidl,” was echoed 
on the Opposition side, 

Mann stated that Mr. Dunlap didinadvertently 
vote “yes” on the second resolution, but 
changed to no before the yote was verified. He 
insisted that Dunlap voted no on the fourth reso- 
lution, and demanded that he be put right on the 
record, 

Merrill moved a reference of the whole ques- 
tion to a select committee of five. Herron moved 
an amepvdmeht making the reference to 
a select committee of physicians to inguire and 
report whether the members on the other side 
were of sound mind and disposing memory 
The question whether they knew what they were 
doing ought ‘to be settled. As tothe question 
raised, it bad been decided by the courts. The 
record, after verification, was conclusive, just 
as was the record of acourt. He concluded with 
strictures upon the Republican side for what he 
termed the discussion of their parliamentary 
pointe of no point. 

This was the first time he had occupied the 
flodr. It would probably be the last, and he 
only made it to direct attention to the manner 
in whieh legislation was obstructed. Connolly 
obtained the floor, and literally went for the 
Opposition and the Speaker ia the most scathing 
fashion. He reminded the Democrats that they 
represented nobodv ; had no expectation of ever 
obtaining the Administration by the votes of 
the people; they had power only for harm, and 
were here only for barm. United with tho In- 
dependents, they had formed an accidental ma- 
jority. They baa found it necessary to keep up 
the discussion of national politics for the pur- 
pose of boiding the coalition together, so fearful 
wero they that the Independents might vote with 
the Republicans on some measure of useful leg- 
islation. The Repeblican side had kept silent 
while this went on. When there were rulings 
made in this House that he regarded as arbitrary 
and outrageous—— 

The Speaker—The gentleman is out of order. 

Connolly thanked the Chair for calling his at- 
tention to the fact, and desired to withdraw the 
remark, He then attempted to preceed with hw 
speech. The Speaker declared that he was out 
of order, but, on Connolly’s asking whether 
that deprived him of the floor, answered that it 
did not, sad allowed Connolly te complete his 
speech, aes 

After Dunn, of Peoria, had moved that Con- 
nolly’s language relative to outrageous rulings 
be taken down by the Clerk, which was ordered, 
Connolly concluded with some stinging reflec- 
tions on the Independents as representing the 
offacourings of both parties, and an eulogy of 
the Republican party. | 

In reply, Merritt served notice on the Repub- 
ican side that, if filibustering were not stopped, 
the Opposition wonld adjourn the House. 
[Cries on the Republican side: “Do i now.”] 
For his side of the House, he would make this 
proposition: Stop thie filibustering and we’!) 
come down to vusiness, get through with it, and 
go home.

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ICE-FISHING ON SAGINAW BAY. 


Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

Easy Sacrnaw, Mich., Jan. 25.—The business 
of fishing through the ice on the frozen wators 
of Saginaw Bay is one of profit, and is actively 
pursued. This soason it has receivod an additional 
stimulus, on account of dull times; and those 
whocanpot flad other wors, unwilling to idie away 
the winter-months, seak the ice, and find usu- 
aliv a fair remuneration for their labor. 
To make fishiog a reguiar calling requires more 
capital than many can command, ag from $3,000 
to $5,000 may be readily invested in nets and 
other requisite paraphernalia. In speartog fish 
turough the ice, however, the moat impecuoctous 
cao engage,—a spear and a couple of biankete 


completing the outfit. Two, three, and 
sometimes a larger number, geverally go 
in “snucks,” aad erect a cabin of 


rough boards, which serves as an abiding place 
during the winter. These shanties, which dot 
the ice on the bay, are cheaply constructed. One 
hundred and fifty feet of baif-inch ceiling, which 
costs about $3, and the additional expense of a 
couple of doliarsfor naile, etc., is ali that is needed. 
The sbanties are usually !aid out ie regular order, 
aod often extend many miles out. Regular mu- 
nicipal governments are organized, and ofi- 
cers elected, such as Mayor, Marsbal, ete. The 
inevitable saloon is also to be found in conven- 
ient localities, and, often swallows up the wagos 
of the more reckless of the community, as is the 
case in cities and towns on terra firma. The 
fish caught are mostly pike and mullet, but other 
kinds are also found. They are disposed of to 
reguiat dealers, who ship them to all pointe. 
Cold weather is not the only peril these hardy 
fishermen often encounter. Great cracke will 
often be made in theice by the action of the 
mud and water, rendering travel to and from the 


ice-villages dangerous. The fraits of 
their indastrr are often s0 bounteons 
that they are induced to remain on 


the ice later in the epring than a dne regard for 
safety warrants, nly last winter, sixty or 
seventy shanties were carried out to sea on an 
ice-floe, and the occupants, after terrible saffer- 
ing, reached the shore, while, in the bope of 
saving some eu? to have been lost, a boat's 
crew of six men lost their lives.

It migbt 
very naturally be supposed that the gy 
physicians would protest agaime: the 0- 
meat of such arbitrary power solely § in 
allopathic physicians. The cifcular closes with 

_@ violent protest against the creatiqn of Boards 
which might at any time, in the spirit of the mili- 
tary men who composed the idea, form an axso- 
ciation to prociaira al] homesopathists medical 
banditti, and thus creaie a corner on allopathic 
docirines.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The Committee on Hospitals from the Connty 
Board were in session vesterday in the commit- 
tee-room at the County Building for the purpose 
of considering the question of erecting the new 
hospital on the site lately purchased at the cor- 
ner of Lincoln and Harrisdn streets. After 
some discussion, it was decifled to report in 
favor of building the hospital as recommended 
by the medical staff. The report sets forth inat 
the hygienic surroundings and arrangements of 
the prevent building are miserably poor. The 
building is situated on a low, swampy ground in 
the direct line of the wiod-cyrrenta from the 


river, aod ita ventilation is imperfect, 
the sewerage deficient, the. location 
extremely noisy, and ii present accom- 


modations eutirely inadequate. The medical 
staff are able to allow but! 500 or 660 feet 
of air-space to ¢acl patent, whereas be should 
have from 1,500 to 1,800 fect. They are thus 
trving to accommodate three times as many pa- 
tients as they bave room for. and, as a result, 
disease and death enaue from thie overcrowding. 
The building is o'd and rickety, and in con‘ 
stant need of repairs. Duriog the years 1873 
and 1874 the expenses for repuits amounted to 
$5,092.03. The Committee also state that the 
steam-heating apparatus is nearly worn out ; 
that the sewers will need vety considera)le re- 
pairs ; and that the éengibe-bousa aod Morgue 
will teed overhavhlnog. The policy of the 
Board las been to do as little repairing as pos- 
sible, aud in consequence the buildings have be- 
come tuch a wreck that only two courses are 
left to- pursue, either build & new hospital or 
renovate and repair the present one from top to 
bottom. ‘The latter course ia deemed imadvisa- 
ble, inasmuch as: the expense would be too 
great; the property does pot belong tothe 
county, and the lease will goon expire, and, 


preseot wants of the County. 

After taking all these points into considera- 
tion, the Committee have mnvauimously de- 
cided that # new building on the new 
Bite is absolutely necessary. They have caro- 
fully éxamined the plan submitted by the medi- 
cal staff; and fiad that kK combines all the most 
ueeful methods of the modern bospiial con- 
struption ; admits of almost usjlimited extension, 
accdrding to the growing watits of the county, 
and je so arranged that, for the present, only a 
portion of the hospital need be built, thus ieav- 
ing tne rest of the building to be erected as the 
coufity’s finances warrant. They therefore rec- 
oramend that the plan be adoptod, and that the 
buildings aeked-for by the medical staif_—two 

avilions, the ‘operating theatre, the kitchen, 
aunodry, eryeipelas ward, and dead-house—be 
érected at once ou the spacious grounds bound- 
ed by Harrison, Wood, Polk, 4nd Lincola streets.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE WAR. 

There is a temporary lull in the war between 
the various railroads east of this city. There 
have been no new developments during the last 
two days. Freight rates are still all the way 
down, end contracta aro made at 30 cents 
from here to New York on fourth-class 
freights. ’ But even at these rates but little is 
shipped, and more than half the cars of the va- 
rious companies are standing idle on the tracks, 
The present calm in the railroad war is undoubt- 
edly the calm that precedes the storm, and indi- 
cations are that it will be a most fearful and de- 
vastating one. The various General Freight and 
Passenger Agents of the rvads leading from this 
city to the East have gone there to consult with 
the managers of their roads, and get further 
instructions, It is intimated that the Lake- 
Shore & Michigan Southern will commence re- 
dncing ita passenger rates to-morrow, and the 
other roade must peceesarily follow suit. Hints 
are also thrown ont that, on the return of the 
General Freight Agenta of the Michigan Central 
and Michigan Southern Roads from the East, 
frei¢ht rates will go down to about 25 cents per 
hundred on fourth clase. The war between the 
Graod Truak and Great Western is raging still 
as furiously as ever. The Grand Trunk is said 
to take passengers from Detroit’ to Buffalo for 
anything it can get, and the people along the line 
are taking advantage of this state of affaira, and 
visit Detroit and Buffalo in great nambers. It 
is also stated that both the roads are paying 


half a dollar commission to agents ‘and 
scaloers. There is not the least prospect 
that the fight between these two lines 


willend very soon. Itisa fight between the 
genéral management of the two roads, which, it 
is said, cannot be settled in this country, but 
has to be referred to the Directors at London, 
England. 

What the final result of this general railroad 
fight will be is hard to conjecture. One thing, 
however, is certain: that before it is over most 
of the roads will be prostrated, and have to go 
into the hands of Receivers. It is even hinted 
that some of the roads are on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy now, and that this war has been com- 
menced to bring affairs toa climax as speedily 
as possible. 

The various roaig bave during the last few 
days been comparing notes as to the wages paid 
to the eiaployes, with a view of a general reduc- 
tion, Thereis not the least doubt that within a 
few days the wages of all the emploves, includ- 
ing the enginecrs, will be reduced 10 per cent. 
The railroad mavagers claim that, with the pres- 
ent business, they are losing money every day, 
and cannot afford to pay as hich wages as they 
have been in the habit of doing. It is expected 
that if such a reduction is made a majority of the 
employes will go on a strike, and railroad -busi- 
ness will come to a dead lock, but the managers 
expect this, and apparently they are but 
little awed at present by the prospect 
ofastrike, They state that railroad business 
might just as well come to a complete stop as go 
OD as at present, losing money every dav. They 
threaten that in case of a etrike they will reduce 
wages 20 per ceut instead of 10. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad has thus far 
taken no band in the present difficulty beyond 
reducing their freight rates to the same figures 
as those made by other lines, The managers 
are very reticent and do not foreshadow what 
they intend doing. The - probability is that they 
will keep entirely out of the fight, aud do as little 
business as possible while it lasts. 


THE HANNIBAL & ST JOSEPH. 

There has been considerable trouble during 
the last year or two in the management of the 
Haunibal & St. Joe Railroad, and it is claimed 
by various persons that it will co into bankrupt- 
cy very soon. The fact that the able General 
Superintendent of the road, Mr. L. W. Towne, 
has just resigned his position seems to verify 
these predictions. No general officer on this 
road has beeo able to remain in his position 
more than a few months, and changes after 
changes are made, which un@oubtedly work 
much against the prosperity of the road. About 
two years ago the General Freight Agent, Mr. 
J. F. Goddard, one of the ableat freight men in 
the country, and who graduated in the freight- 
office of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
in this city, was forced to resign. 
At first Mr. Goddard was refused his well- 
earned wages, but after a tedious controversy 
the road consented to pay him, probably because 
the managere of the Chicago, Biarlington & 
Quincy had interested themeelves in bis behalf. 
Then Mr. E. A. Parker, the General Passenger 
and ‘Ticket Agent, was forced to resi Mr. 
Parker's wages, which, at the time of his re- 
signation, amounted to $1,500, were also with- 
held, and have not been paid up to the present 
time. Mr. Parker, who is at present Ticket- 
Agent of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad, 
bas brougbt suit againet the Company to recover 


’ bis wages, and the trial will come off in a short 


time. The road, itis claimed, is actually man- 
aged by the Paymaster, Mr. L. J. Morse, who rep- 
resents the New York Directors, and bis demands 
upon the general officers of the road are said to be 
80 unjust and arbitrary that one after another is 
compelled to resign. Almost every employe who 
has worked on the road complains of having 
bad difficulties in obtaining his pay. 
PROPOSED INVESTIGATION.
